On October 20th, 
he went on the invasion of Leyte, and 
on the ninth of January invaded Lu- 
zon. After this action he was sent 
back to the United States, and he ex- 
pects to return to the West Coast in 
the near future. 

While John Cover was at Augusta 
he was the First Lieutenant of “B” 
Company, and was the quarterback on 
the football team. He has done much 
to make AMA proud of him, and we 
all certainly are.
